EGYPTIAN CRISIS 
PASSES AWAY 


London, Dec 1.—The new Egyptian 
government has, according to infor- 
mation reaching the foreign office to- 
day, accepted the remaining demands 
of the note left over by the Zagoul 
administration as  unacceptable---re 
cognition of British protection over 
foreign interests and retention otf Brit- 
ish financial and judicial advisers and 
the British director of public secur- 
ty. 

The evacuation of the Alexandria 
customs, it is further learned, has 
been ordered. 

Thus the crisis appears for the 
time being at an end, but late ad- 
vices from Cairo report that an. of- 
ficial communique announcing the 
settlement is withheld owing to the 
resignation of some of the new minis- 
ters, which might imply a divergence 
of views in the cabinet on the ac- 
ceptance of the British terms. This, 
however, is not directly stated. 

Egypt and Sudan remain quiet and 
the student strike situation seems to 
be improving, although a number of 
students have been arrested at Alex- 
andria in connection with a seditious 
circular. That apprehensions are not 
yet dissipated is seen in the special 
police precautions adopted to protect 
Ziwar Pasha, the Egyptian premier, 
from possible attack. 

The government’s action in yielding 
to the British demands has still to 
run the gauntlet of criticism when 
the Egyptian parliament reassembles 
and even should criticism be silenced 
by the dissolution of parliament, the 
nationalist agitation is not likely to 
bo easily controlled.

BANK HAD A GOOD YEAR 


Mr. Peleg Howland, the President of 
Imperial Bank of Can: ida, in address- 
ing the Annual Meeting of Share- 
holders on 26th November, said in 
part— 

It is with considerable satisfaction 
that we lay before you the Report 
which you have just heard read, for 
the year we have passed through ex- 
celled perhaps in difficulties the pre- 
vious one, There has been a shrink- 
age in business, which has meant a re- 
duction in commercial loans, besides a 
curtailment in the number of transac- 
tions from which banks derive a share 
of their revenue. 

Taxation 

There has been no reduction in tax- 
ation. The taxes paid during the year 
by the Bank to the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments exclusive of 
Sales ‘Taxes and Stamp Taxes were in 
excess of $220,000, or mere than three 
per cent on its capita!—this is taking 
no account whatever of the very large 
Municipal and Real Estate Taxes paid. 

Canada’s Crops 

Field crops in Canada this year, taken 
all in all, have becn good, in On tario | 
particularly so. With the prices » 
vailing this Province pail can sel- 
dom have been bettcr off and the effect 
must soon be felt in the demand for 
goods. Quebee and Eastern Provinces, 
too, are ayricultur: ally favoured. In the 
Prairie Provinces there has been pro- 
duced a moderate crop, much short. of 
last. year, exeept in Manitoba. With 
the good! prices come headway will be 
made, and part of the load of debt 
incurred from overprosperity will be 
lifted. The growth in the production of 
Dairy Products and Mgygs and Poultry 
in these provinees continues, and is 
of the greatest, importance in making 
the farmer less dependent for existence 
on grain alone. 

Further Readjustments 

Altogether, I am under the impres- 
sion that we are approaching a period 
of improved business, but f cannot con- 
vince myself that that lengthy period of 
prosperity forwhich we are all hoping will 
begin until further vealjust ments down- 
ward of price levels; until produetion 
costs in the old and the new world 
are nearer together and until there is 
a more unhampered exchange of com- 
modities between the nations of the 
world, 

Moderate Sized Banks

We all pay proportion- 
ate taxes and provide certain services 
gratuitously as provided by law, and 
are equitably entitled to a greater share 
in the benefits derived from Govern- 
ment finance,

Adopted by the Farmers’ <Anti- 
Automobile Society: 

1. Upon discovering an approaching 
team, the automobilist must stop off- 
side and cover his machine with a| 
blanket painted to correspond to thej 
scenery. 

2. The speed limit on country roads 
this year will be a secret, and the 
penalty for violation will be $10 for 
every mile an offender is caught go- 
ing in excess of it. 

3. In case an automobile makes a 
team run away, the penalty will be 
350 for the first mile, $100 for the sec- 
ond mile; $200 for the third, ete. 
that the team runs; in addition to the 
usual damages. 

4. On approaching a corner, where | 
he cannot command a view of the 
road ahead, the automobilist must 
stop not less than 100: yards from the 
turn, toot his horn, ring a bell, fire 
a revolver, hallo, and send up three 
bombs at intervals of five minutes. 

5. Automobiles must again be sea- 
sonably painted, that is, so that they 
will merge with the pastoral ensen 
ble and not be startling.
